Road With Iron Base to be Tested 
By Winter Traffic, Spring Thaws 


Springfield, HI. (AJ.)—Spring 


thaws will test the "world's first 
metal base highway." 


If it withstands -soft" weather 


after the winter freezeup, high- 
way experts will believe they 
have found a cheaper and quick- 
er way of building brick pave- 
ments. 


The highway is a 150-foot sec- 


tion of a regular brick pavement 
outside Springfield—but based 
on iron plates instead of con- 
crete. 


It was opened to traffic in Oc- 


tober and will undergo service 
tests until after the spring thaws 
to determine its durability. 


Outwardly, the experimental 


section looks the same as the 
rest of the brick pavement, but it 
is claimed to have greater flex- 
ibility to withstand shocks of 
heavy traffic and stresses of heat 
and cold. 


The base was made of large 


sections of sheet iron, two-thirds 
being corrugated and the re- 
mainder flat plates. They were 
laid directly on the subgrade 
soil. Over them was spread a 
cushion of sand and tar before 
the bricks were set. 


Its builders expect the new< 


type of construction to save time 
and money because the concrete 
base is eliminated, doing' away 
with the necessity of excavating 
and of waiting for a cement 
layer to set. 


If spring thaws are weathered 


by the section, they believe 
••portable" roads may be manu- 
factured, with the iron base, 
cushion and bricklaying done in 
plants and merely assembled on 
the site of construction. 


The experiment is a coopera- 


tive venture between the Illinois 
state highway department, San- 
gamon county highway superin- 
tendent and board of supervi- 
sors, and manufacturers of the 
materials used.

On Constitutional Convention Referendum 


Occasionally we hear "some person or persons with 


a lot of theories and selfish ideas break out with a 
proposition to tell the other fellow how he should 
live and conduct his affairs. Usually these efforts 
find vent by having bills for laws incorporating these 
ideas introduced in either the state legislature or 
our national congress. Every few years, prompted 
by real or imaginary grievances, a demand is heard 
for a new state constitution — the fundamental 
structure of our commonwealth, the foundation 
upon which the laws governing our conduct and 
welfare are built. 


To hear the proponents talk, you might be led to 


believe that we live in Mexico,-or some such coun- 
try where there is no reverence for such a docu- 
ment and where they will write you a new one 
while you wait. Constitutions should never be • 
framed to meet an emergency. They are too sacred 
and fundamental to our federal form of Govern- 
ment. They say our constitution is old and out of 
date. It is old, but it is not out of date. It is sixty 
years younger than the constitution of the United 
States, after which it is modeled and Who would 
think of discarding that honored document which 
has been termed the most practical and complete 
fundamental work ever constructed for organized 
society in the history of man. 


Our forefathers who wrote the present constitu- 


tion, evidently felt that such a document was a 
stable and sacred instrument and should not be 
lightly tampered with as there is no provision 
therein for a new constitution but they did make 
safe and ample provisions for amending same. 


A few years ago a movement was started hi this 


state for a new state constitution by a group of 
persons who felt that the taxing provisions as set 
out in Section 1, of Article 10 in the present consti- 
tution were inadequate and should be rewritten. 
With this thought in mind a bill was introduced 
and passed in the 1929 legislature, providing for a 
referendum vote at the general election Nov. 4,1930, 
to decide whether a constitutional 
convention 


should be convened in Indiana in 1931. It is really 
a pity that this bill was ever allowed to become a 
law for since its passage every sort of fanatical idea, 
relating to government has been advanced by pro- 
ponents who desire to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of having their pet theories incorporated 
in a new constitution in case a convention is called. 


Under the provisions of this act, hi case a refer- 


endum carries, 100 delegates shall be elected from 
the legislative districts of this state in May, 1931, 
to convene in October of the same year, for a ses- 
sion limited to 180 working days, not including Sun- 
days and holidays — almost seven months. 


Just imagine if you can the various thoughts and 


ideas that will be advanced during such a pro- 
longed session. Since this bill became law, pro- 
ponents of every known kind of taxes have come 
forward with suggestiosn as a "cure-all." Single 
taxes,, income .sales, excise, capital stock, in- 
tangibles, license, occupational, corporation, amuse- 
ment and many other kinds of taxes have been sug- 
gested — just any old kind of a tax will be acept- 
able just so long as more money can be raised. 


Some members of the bar want the present pro- 


visions relating to the admission to the bar or the 
privilege of practicing law, changed with iron- 
bound provisions regulating the fight to practice 
law, or the admission to the bar in this state. It 
has been our observation that some of our greatest 
legal authorities and some of our country's leading 
citizens have come from humble surroundings and 
they never would have been heard of, if restric- 
tions such as are now proposed had been in force. 


Some persons are advocating the changing of our 


judiciary system, especially as it .refers to the high- 
er courts. A certain proponent^of this movement, 
who recently made a speech ih -its favor at Madi- 
son,. Indiana, told the writer a few days ago that 
. there were many changes that'should be made and 
one important change was that referring to our 
Supreme Court, whose membership should be in-- 
creased from five to fifteen members. More expense 
and a couple of dozen more jofes. 


When the present constitution was adopted, a 


policy of "pay as you go" was thought Best and the 
state was prohibited from issuing bonds of indebt- 
edness. There are some interests iri this state that 
would give quite a little if it ^ere possible, for the 
state to issue bonds-and almost any pretext'would 
be all. that was necessary to, have good, negotiable 


bonds issued that paid a fair rate of interest. This 
element in case a convention is called, will be on 
the job to change and allow this state to issue bonds 
and I might say 'that in all probability had this 
proposition been in force two years ago, there would 
have been a million dollars worth of bonds issued 
for the Clark Memorial; a million dollars worth of 
bonds issued for a new State Library and probably 
another million this last summer for farm relief. 


There is also an element that would have the 


safeguards of the bonded indebtedness limit increas- 
ed by the various political units of the state and 
any move of that kind, in our opinion, would be a 
most dangerous one and a very costly one to every 
taxpayer in Indiana. 


Advocates of changing our entire state school sys- 


tem are also clamoring for an opportunity to get in 
their ideas as to what the constitution should pro- 
vide in taking care of Indiana's school situation. 


Certain politicians are advocating revolutionary 


changes in our legisative system. Under our pres- 
ent constitution, Indiana is extremely fortunate in 
that the legislature can only meet, except on 
special call, once every two years, for a period of 61 
days. Some'states have yearly Sessions with a time 
limit; other states have no time limit; some states 
have -their legislatures on a yearly salary basis, and 
are on call at all times, depending upon the rules 
and laws governing such calls. Illinois had four ses- 
sions last year; recently Wisconsin had a session 
convening in January and not adjourning until the 
middle of October of the same year. New York has 
an extended session every year. Nothing in our 
opinion reacts quicker against business and.finan- 
cial stability! than extended legislative sessions. 
Any change from our present system will only 
mean additional costs, more taxes and continued 
turmoil. 


Rthe privilege of giving our state the pleasure of an- 
igother "Noble experiment" — unsettled business and 
flegal conditions, and added tax burdens. 


THINK IT OVER AND VOTE "NO." 


ILLINOIS. A few years ago,, the same kind of a 


..movement for a constitutional 
convention was 


F started in our neighboring state. 
In November, 


i 1918, a referendum of the people carried, calling for 
f a constitutional convention. Following the refer- 
! endum in 1919, an election was held and 202 dele- 


gates were elected to the constitutional convention, 
with no time limit. This convention worked inter- 
mittently during the years 1920 and 1921 and cov- 
ered many proposals backed by the activities of 
various organizations and individuals, with the re- 
sult that no one in the state of Illinois, for several 
years, knew -just what was going to- happen, nor 
what the final outcome would be. When a consti- 
tution was finally written, it was so revolting to the 
people of that state, that in a Referendum in 1922, 
185,298 persons voted for, while 921,398 voted 
against — a majority against the adoption of the 
constitution of 736,100 votes. This wonderful ex- 
periment in Illinois not only cost the state, but 
various organizations and the people, several mil- 
lions of dollars and all they got out of it was a little 
experience. 


Under Indiana statutes, this period of uncertain- 


ty as to conditions under which they were living 
and the turmoil occasioned by such a convention, 
could perhaps not exceed tv/enty to twenty-four 
months — but — DO THE TAXPAYERS AND CIT-

MONTHS OF UNCERTAINTY? Uncertainty as to 
what law, method of legal procedure, making in- 
vestments, property rights and many others trying 
to exist. 


Think what a new constitution would mean to the 


laws now on the statute books which have been ap- 
pealed to the higher courts and their constitution- 
ality established. How would those laws conflict 
with the provisions of a new constitution? Attor- 
neys and proponents are telling us that provisions 
will be made to take care of this situation but t<~ 
the ordinary layman who has had experience' it 
strikes terror to his heart. 


Then there are the "wets" and the "drys" — an- 


otner battle. Indiana has in the past been dry 
and certain advocates of prohibition would like 
nothing better than to incorporate some of their 
ideas in a new constitution. 


We have already been told that in case a consti- 


tutional convention is called that an effort to mod- 
ify Section 11 of the "Bill of Rights" will be at- 
tempted. In other words there are those who if 
given the opportunity would give the privilege of 
search of your person, home, automobile or other 
effects without the formality of a search warrant 
as now provided. Other changes of the "Bill of 
Rights" are being advocated, especially as regards 
crime and Its punishment. 


There are those, who through a new constitu- 


tion, would grant unlimited powers to the legisla- 
ture in all tax matters — in the control- of court 
procedure and jurisdiction with the power to-license 
all businesses, trades and crafts, and the right to 
establish the number of hours per day and the days- 
per week in any craft or trade. 


There are those who hint at racial and religious 


restrictions and it is such matters as these that 
have made the rewriting of state constitutions in 
other states, such a conglomerated mess that they 
were positively not acceptable to the voters. 


Under present economic conditions, it would be 


.impossible to forecast what would happen in a six 
months' constitutional convention and the COST. 
In 1926, it cost the state more'than $539,000 to set 
up a state-wide election machinery for that year, ?• 
and as this Act pfqvides for two special elections, 
their, expenses' together with salaries, mileage and . 
other costs, it has been estimated that the cost 
to the? state for-such a convention ifrould be 'close 
to two miilldns of' dollars —^ an'expenditure by the 
&'£ate of such an am'dunt, would profeably niean the 
addition of four cents to the present tax rate 6f 29 
c.'ants per hundred. -We believe, that the^ present 
time is the time to REDUCE taxes and .not to go 
Voting for a 15% increase, and "for what? !lust for

years: 1910, '11, '12, '13, '14, '16, '1-7, '18, '19, '20, '21,

OHIO. 
An attempt to modernize the state con- 


stitution in 1923, has brought about a very serious 
condition On account of conflict in procedure of the 
two upper courts. Ohio has just become acquaint- 
ed with the fact that in some parts of the state laws 
are constitutional — in others the'y are not — and 
in still others, it has not as yet been decided. Quot- 
ing from a copy of their constitution, with notes, is 
the following: "I am of the opinion that in the sec- 
ond .Appellate District, Section 3963 General Code'is 
unconstitutional and void. In the eighth and Plinth 
Appellate Districts, the statute is valid and must be 
so -administered. In the other six Appellate Districts, 
municipalities should look upon the statute in the 
light of the principle that statutes are presumed to 
be constitutional until held to be otherwise."
